We are faced 
with the same problem as a 
growing family in a tiny house. 
We are distressed about our 
lack of adequate facilities, yet 
we cannot be asked to feel sor¬ 
ry about the spiritual growth 
which has made this expansion 
necessary. Those who have not 
only admired the structure but 
have been in attendance will 
know the problems presented 
by a crowded sanctuary and 
the other complications of a 
building designed for a congre¬ 
gation about one-half our pres¬ 
ent size. 

Problem Basic One 

Basically, therefore, our prob¬ 
lem is one of accommodation. 
We cannot afford to have a 
building that is merely pleas¬ 
ant for the observance of the 
passerby, but we need some¬ 
thing for the effective service 
of Christ for this generation. 
Since we cannot explain the 
existing building, nor do have 
property to wisely build another 
sanctuary elsewhere, we can 
find no alternative. I must add 
that one of the saddest things 
in the world is an old church 
left standing unused and de¬ 
teriorating, and the new church 
adjoining or nearby. 

As a minister may I say that 
I know that the builder, Mr. 
Corneulle, and the faithful ones 
who labored with him, some of 
whom are still with us here in 
Bethany church, were and are 
not interested in a monument 
of stone and mortar. A church 
is not the building in which it 
meets, but the consecrated peo¬ 
ple who serve God through it. 

Not Just an Edifice 
The many hundreds who have 
been blessed by the services at 
Bethany, those who have found 
Christ at its altar, our mission¬ 
aries in distant Africa and Ja¬ 
pan, the young people now pre¬ 
paring for Christian service both 
at home and abroad, these are 
the living memorials to the 
faith of those who wanted to 
build not just an edifice of 
stone, but the Kingdom of 
Christ.

Elimination of at least some 
of the red tape which thwarted 
City officials in coping with 
fire and flood disasters here 
last winter is assured in Gov. 
Knight’s recent signing of an 
amendment to the 1941 Mutual 
Act proposed by Assemblyman

The amendment, now made 
into law, clarifies for the first 
time the effectiveness of the 
act so that local governmental 
agencies may authorize expen¬ 
ditures from any fund, notwith¬ 
standing budget or other limi¬ 
tations, when necessary in car¬ 
rying out mutual aid functions. 

The League of California 
Cities and the California Su¬ 
pervisors association joined 
Lanterman in support of the 
legislation. It was recommend¬ 
ed by the assemblyman during 
the Sierra Madre-Arcadia-Mon- 
rovia floods following the 
mountain forest fire when it be¬ 
came evident that aid was de¬ 
layed by red tape. 

The statutory defect corrected 
by the amendment clarifies 
Section 53021 of the Govern¬ 
ment Code and should bring 
security to every county and 
city where disaster strikes, Lan¬ 
terman says. ,

Dr. H. P. Robertson Gives 
Paper on Nature of Universe 
At Annual Meeting in East 


One of Sierra Madre’s distin¬ 
guished residents. Dr. H. P. 
Robinson, professor of chemical 
mathematics at California In¬ 
stitute of Technology, delivered 
a paper recently at the annual 
meeting of the American Philo¬ 
sophical society in Philadel¬ 
phia. 

A clearer though still incon¬ 
clusive picture of the nature of 
the universe is emerging as a 
result of revision of the cos¬ 
mic distance scale. Dr. Robert¬ 
son stated in his paper. 

It no longer appears neces¬ 
sary to think of space as finite 
in order to build a theoretical 
model of the universe consis¬ 
tent with available data. This 
does not mean, however, that 
space is necessarily infinite, he 
said. 

The distance-scale revision 
brings us closer to a satisfac¬ 
tory solution, but a definitive 
answer to the question of 
whether space is finite (i.e., has 
a limited volume) calls for 
more informatio'n than is now 
at hand, Professor Robertson 
added. 

Dr. and Mrs. Robertson reside 
at 490 Auburn Ave here. 

Among his major scientific 
interests, operational research 
for U.S. military agencies has 
demanded much of his atten¬ 
tion in recent years. From 1950 
to 1952 he was on leave from 
Caltech to serve as deputy di¬ 
rector and research director of 
the Weapons Systems Evalu¬ 
ation Group of the Department 
of Defense. His war service 
brought him the U.S. Medal for 
Merit in 1946 for "solving com¬ 
plex technical problems in the 
fields of bomb ballistics, pene¬ 
trations and patterns and en¬ 
emy secret weapons.” He serv¬ 
ed with scientific, research and 
intelligence sections in Lon¬ 
don, France and the U.S. zone 
of Germany.

of enough water resources to 
meet requirements. This work 
should be done before next 
winter.” He again recommend¬ 
ed that “the City arrange, either 
by increased rates or by bond 
issue, to make the proposed im¬ 
provements at the earliest pos¬ 
sible date.” 

Myers’ proposal for expendi¬ 
tures includes replacement of 
existing mains, construction of 
new well, replacement of a
